VALUE WCOTTON SEED.' 


Tho ImnieiiHu Clmngo Which Has Taken 


Fliico Since- tho War. 
[Atlanta Constitution.] 


Tbo commorcia! ivorld Is beginning to 


wako up to tho Tact that cotton sood is very 
valuable. It is wanted at tho oil mills; it is 
wanted ill tho Colds 03 a fertilizer, and in 
the stock yards it is -wanted as a fattening 
agouL Tho Planters' Journal shows that it 
is worth as much as commorcial fertilizers 
which aro sold at $43 a ton. In November, 
1SS3, wbon corn was worth $1.11 a hundred 
pounds, cotton seed meal was worth $2.32, 
und cotton seed itself $3.08. As food foi 
Btock cotton sood ivos worth $41.60 a ton; as 
a for tilizor it was worth $45. It-is yearly be- 
coming more- valua-blo, and tho timo ia fas* 
approaching when the cotton plant could bo 
raised under favorablD circumstances at a 
proflt on tho sood alone. 


This is an immonso change from the meth- 


ods of treating cotton sood before tho war. 
Then all of it that was not needed for 
1*9 


planting was a drug. It accumulated about 
tho gill-houses until It bocarco o nuisance, 
and -when the nuisance bfcainy intolerable 
in tho courso of decomposition, it -was cus- 
tomary to move tho ginhouso rather than 
stir tho rotting sued. AU such methods att 
post nnd gono, and tho soed is considered 
only less valuable than tho staple itself. 


Tho rising valuo of cotton sood in tho oi 


mills and as a fattoner of cattlo may prove 
a curso to tho south. Jf the send ia aa a rulo 
to bo carried sway from the- land that pro- 
duced it, the soil must either loso its prnduc 
tivcuoss or elso tho grip of the makers o( 
coicraoi-ciil fertilizers will bo enlarged and 
strengthened. 
Either contingency in to be 


deplored. Tho seed should go back to tho 
land, It is worth moro to tho soil than it 
will bring in tho market, valuable as it is. 


It LJ a curious fact that cotton soed is bettor 


as a fei'tilizor, after tho oil has been ex- 
tracted from it than before, for it then as- 
similates more roadily with tho soil. It is 
butter as a stock food, aftor tlio oil has boon 
taken from it than before, £or with tho oil it 
is too rich.
